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SUMMARY. ON THE PROVINCIAL LEVEL OF THE CURRENT POLTICIAL 
MOVEMENT THE DREDGING UP OF PAST FOREIGN AND IMPERIALIST 
AGROCITIES COMMITTED AGAINST CHINA IS BEING FEATURED. THIS 
PROVINCIAL TREATMENT SEEMS TO STEM FROM A CENTRAL DIRECTIVE 
AND MAY REFLECT AN EFFORT BY FORCES BEHIND THE MOVEMENT TO DRUM 
UP GREATER PUBLIC RESPONSE BY PLAYING ON LATENT CHINESE 
XENOPHOBIA. IN FOREIGN AFFAIRS, THE MARCH 14 INCIDENT INVOLVING 
THE LANDING OF A SOVIET HELICOPTER IN SINKIANG WILL ALMOST 
CERTAINLY BE EXPLOITED BY THE PRC IN THE THIRD WORLD AND 
AT HOME AS PROOF OF SOVIET SUBVERSION AND BAD INTENTIONS. 

IN A SHIFT OF EMPHASIS PREMIER CHOU'S SPEECH DURING PRESIDENT 
NYERERE'S VISIT HIGHLIGHTED THE MARXIST-LENINIST AS WELL AS 
NATIONALISITC NATURE OF CHINA S SUPPORT FOR REVOLUTIONARY 
STRUGGLES. END SUMMARY. 

1. THE MOVEMENT 

DURING THE WEEK, THE MOVEMENT'S THRUST AT THE PROVINCIAL LEVEL 
VEERED TOWARD RECOUNTING CRIMES ONCE COMMITTED AGINAST CHINA BY 
U.S. JAPANESE "IMPERIALISTS." INA DDITION TO SZECHWAN'S 
DENUNCIATION OF TORTURES PERPETRATED BY THE U.S. AND THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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"CHIANG CLIQUE" REPORTED EARLIER, "IMPERIALISTS" WERE DENOUNCED 
IN UNNAN, "U.S. -CHIANG" CRIMINALS IN KWEICHOW, THE 
"IMPERIALSISTS " AND THE JAPANESE IN FUKIEN, AND THE JAPANESE IN 
SHANGHAI AND HUPEH. APPARENTLY THE CENTER HAS ORDERED 
PROVINCES TO DREDGE UP PAST MISDEEDS BY FOREIGNERS WHERE 
APPROPRIATE. THE YUNNAN REPORT IN PARTICULAR - WITH ITS 
GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF EYE GOUGING AND BOILING CHILDREN IN OIL- 
RECALLED BOXER MYTHS ABOUT THE BESTIAL

INDULGENCES OF MISSIONARIES (HONG KONG 3307). IF THE CAMPAING

PRAISED CHIANG CHING AS "INBUED WITH THE DAUNTLESS REVOLUTION-

THEY ADDED THAT MADAME MAO HAS "LED THE REVOLUTIONARY AND ART 
FIGHTERS IN ENGAGING IN VALIANT HAND-TO-HAND COMBAT AGAINST 
LIU SHAO-CHI.LIN PIAO, AND THEIR ILK"- AN UNMISTAKABLE 
REFERENCE TO HERE CURRENT EFFOTS TO TOPPLE THE SUPPORTERS OF 
"THREE VISITS TO TAOFENG" AND OTHER BAD OPERAS. 

IN SHANSI, WHERE "TAOFENG" ORIGINATED, THE 

OPERA'S CREATORS CONTINUED TO "REFUSE TO ADMIT" THEIR ROLE 

MARCH 25 BROADCAST). AMONG THE NEW CHARGES AGAINST THEM: 

THEY CONFISCATED COPIES OF THE SCRIPT FOR CHIANG'S OPERA

3. LEADERSHIP 

THE VISIT OF TANZANIAN PRESIDENT NYERERE (ITEM 7) BROUGHT OUT 
SEFERAL TOP LEADERS, INCLUDING CHIANG CHING, CHOU, AND 
CULTURAL GROUP CHIEF WU TEH. ALL THREE WRE TOGETHER AT AN 
OPERA MARCH 25. ON MARCH 24, THERE WAS A FUNERAL FOR CHANG 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CHIEN, THE WIDOW OF CHEN I, FORMER FOREIGN MINISTER AND PLA 
MARSHAL. THE FUNERAL MARKED THE LARGEST TURNOUT OF OFFICIALS 
REHABILITATED AT THE TENTH CONGRESS SINCE THE CONGRESS 
ITSELF. LEFTISTS STAYED AWAY (CHIANG CHING SENT A WREATH) BUT SO 
DID CHOU EN-LAI, WHOSE PRESENCE WOULD HAVE BEEN IN KEEPING WITH 
HIS CLOSE TIES TO CHEN I. ALSO AT THE CENTER, THERE WERE RUMORS 
THAT ATTACKS HAD BEEN PREPARED ON TOP INTELLECTUALS 
MO-JO AND CHOU PEI- YUAN AT PEKING UNIVERSITY (HONG KONG 2261). 

THE LATTER WAS IN SIGHT MARCH 23 (NCNA). 

LIMITED OFFICIALS USE 
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THE MOST NOTEWORTHY PROVICIAL EVENT WAS THE DEATH OF KWANGTUNG 
SECRETARY CHEN CHEN YU, LONG-TIME PARTY VETERAN. CHEN'S MARCH 26 
FUNERAL BROUGHT OUT ALL THE TOP LEADERSHIP OF THE PROVINCE 
INCLUDING RUNG SHIH-CHUAN) AND MILITARY REGION SAVE 
POLITBURO MEMBER HSU SHIH-YU (WHO HAS COME UNDER 
POSSIBLE CRITICISM; WR 12). PRESUMABLY HUS IS ELSEWHERE. HE 
SENT A WREATH, AS DID SEVERAL OTHER NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL 
LEADERS OUTSIDE KWANGTUNG (POLITBURO MEMBERS WERE LISTED NOT IN 
STROKE ORDER, BUT ACCORDING TO THEIR GOVERNMENT OR PARTY RANKING; 

SEE HONG KONG'S A-46). INTERESTINGLY. ALL THE PROVINCES THAT 
FORMED THE ONE-TIME SOUTH-CENTRAL CCP BUREAU SENT WREATHS (CHEN 
WAS ONCE THE BUREAU'S THIRD SECRETARY), YET ANOTHER HINT THAT THE 
CONCEPT OF A SIX-REGION CHINA LIVES ON (WR 4).

COMMITTEES. (BANNERS IN HONAN DEFENDING THE COMMITTEES WERE 
SPOTTED EARLIER; HONG KONG 2864.) THE "SWORN FOLLOWER" OF LIN 
COULD BE FORMER HONAN SECRETARY WANG HSIN, A PLA MAN TRANSFERRED 
INTO THE PROVINCE IN 1967 AND PURGED LAST YEAR. IF SO, THE 

ATTACKS MAY BE MEANT FOR ASSOCIATES OF WANG STILL IN POWER. 

OTHER PROVINCES WITH PROBLEMS INCLUDE KWANGTUNG, SZECHWAN 

(OIR 0528/74), AND POSSIBLY CHEKIANG. ACCORDING TO A REPORT 

HERE A GROUP OF TRADERS FROM HONG KONG AMD MACAO WHO WERE SCHEDULED 

TO VISIT HANGCHOW WERE TOLD IN SHANGHAI THEY COULD NOT PROCEED 

THERE, BECAUSE OFFICIALS WERE "TOO BUSY" WITH THE MOVEMENT.

6. USSR 

A PRC PROTEST NOTE OF MARCH 23 ACCUSED THE SOVIETS OF HAVING SENT 
AN ARMED RECONNAISSANCE HELICOPTER INTO SINKIANG ON MARCH 14 TO 
CARRY OUT ESPIONAGE ACTIVITIES. ALTHOUGH THE PRC HAD MADE NO 
EARLIER PROTEST, THE NOTE CHARGED THAT SUCH SOVIET AIR INTRUSIONS 
HAD GROWN MORE FREQUENT AND FROM JANUARY, 1973 TO THE PRESENT THERE 
HAD BEEN AS MANY AS 61 SUCH INCURSIONS INTO SINKIANG. THE INCIDENT 
WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY BE EXPLOITED BY THE CHINESE IN THE THIRD 
WORLD AS WELL AS AT HOME AS PROOF OF SOVIET SUBVERSION AND 
ILL INTENTIONS. HOWEVER, THERE WAS NO SUGGESTION IN THE MESSAGE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THAT THE CHINESE VIEW THE INCIDENT AND ITS BACKGROUND AS FOREBODING 
AGGRESSIVE NEAR TERM SOVIET MILITARY ACTIONS (HONG KONG 3373). 
MEANWHILE, NCNA, MARCH 22, REPORTED FOR THE FOURTH CONSECUTIVE 
YEAR THAT THE SINO-SOVIET RIVER NAVIGATION TALKS HAD ENDED WITHOUT 
AGREEMENT ON SUBSTANTIVE ISSUES (HONG KONG 3260). IN THE 
INTERNATIONAL ARENA, PEOPLE'S DAILY, MARCH 19, CHARGED THE USSR 
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WITH TRYING TO GRAB THE RIGHT TO USE VARIOUS SOUTHEAST ASIAN 
PORTS AND TURN THEM INTO MILITARY BASES. THE ARTICLE MENTIONED 
SOVIET ACTIVITIES IN SINGAPORE, MALAYSIA, THAILAND, INDONESIA, 

AND PORTUGUESE TIMOR. PEOPLE'S DAILY ALSO CHARGED THAT THE 
SOVIETS HAVE AGGRESSIVE DESIGNS ON THE MALACCA STRAIT IN ORDER 
TO SECURE PASSAGE FOR ITS PACIFIC FLEET INTO THE INDIAN OCEAN. THE 
SOUTHEAST ASIAN PEOPLE AND AUTHORITIES, HOWEVER, WRE BOTH SAID 
TO BE ALERT TO THE DANGER AND TO HAVE UNIVERSALLY COLD-SHOULDERED 
THE SOVIET "COLLECTIVE SECURITY" SCHEME.

7. TANZANIA 

PRESIDENT NYERERE ARRIVED IN PEKING ON MARCH 24 ON AN OFFICIAL 
STATE VISIT. HE RECEIVED THE STANDARD DELUXE RECEPTION, INCLUDING 
A GREETING BY CHOU AND THOUSANDS OF JUBILANT WELCOMERS, A 
"MAGNIFICENT" BANQUET, "FRIENDLY AND CORDIAL" TALKS WITH CHOU 
AND CHAIRMAN MAO, AND A PEOPLE’S DAILY EDITORIAL HAILING SINO- 
TANZANIAN FRIENDSHIP. IN HIS BANQUET SPEECH OF MARCH 24, CHOU 
EN-LAI IN AN UNUSUAL DEPARTURE HIGHLIGHTED THE MARXIST-LENINIST 
AS WELL AS NATIONALISTIC NATURE OF CHINA'S SUPPORT FOR REVOLUTIONARY 
STRUGGLES. IN A RHETORICAL QUESTION WHOSE COLLOQUIAL PHRASING 
SOUNDED MORE LIKE MAO THAN CHOU, THE PREMIER ASKED "HOW CAN A 
COMMUNIST PARTY OR A SOCIALIST COUNTRY BE WORTHY OF ITS NAME IF IT 
DOES NOT SUPPORT THE PEOPLE'S REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLES?" IN HIS 
REFERENCES TO ARMED STRUGGLE IN AFRICA, CHOU MADE CLEAR THAT HE 
WAS REFERRING ONLY TO THE COLONIAL AND WHITE MINORITY-CONTROLLED 
AREAS. NEVERTHELESS, HIS REMARKS REPRESENTED AN IMPORTANT SHIFT IN 
THAT IN THE PAST SEVERAL YEARS THE PREMIER, WHEN SPEAKING IN 
A THIRD WORLD CONTEXT, HAS AVOIDED ANY REMINDER THAT CHINA IS 
COMMITTED TO SUPPORTING COMMUNIST CAUSES (HONG KONG 3433). 

NYERERE'S REPLY SPEECH WAS DEVOTED TO PRAISING CHINA'S INTERNAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND ITS ASSISTANCE TO TANZANIA AND ZAMBIA. CURIOUSLY 
NYERERE FAILED TO INCLUDE A MENTION OF CHOU IN HIS COMCLUDING 
TOAST.

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IN KEEPING WITH THE RECENT PATTERN, PEKING'S TREATMENT OF THE 
FOURTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE FOUNDING OF THE RGNUC (MARCH 23) 

MINIMIZED ATTENTION TO SIHANOUK AND EMPHASIZED THE ROLE OF THE 
FORCES ON THE GROUND IN CAMBODIA. SIHANOUK SPENG THE DAY WITH LOCAL 
CHINESE OFFICIALS IN CANTON RATHER THAN GOING TO PEKING FOR THE 
OCCASION, AND THE PEOPLE'S DAILY EDITORIAL MARKING THE ANNIVERSARY 
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MANAGED TO MENTION THE PRINCE ONLY ONE TIME.

9. THE EDITORIAL. AS WELL AS LATER NCNA REPORTING, APPEARED TO 
STRIKE A MORE OPTIMISTIC TONE THAN IN RECENT MONTHS ABOUT THE 
INSURGENTS' CHANCES FOR A NEAR-TERM VICTORY. THE EDITORIAL 
PRAISED THE INSURGENTS' MILITARY EXPLOITS AND AVOWED THAT THE 
CAMBODIAN GOVERNMET DYGHT "COLLAPSE ANY DAY.” IN HIGHLIGHTING 
THE US ROLE IN CAMBODIA, ONE NCNA ITEM SAID THAT THE US HAD 
"TAKEN CONTROL" OF THE MILITARY ESTABLISHMENT AND THE GOVERNMENT 
ADMINISTRATION BY ASSIGNING MILITARY ADVISERS AND "EXPORTS" TO 
PHNOM PENH. THE PRC ITEMS DID NOT DISCUSS THE POSSIBILITY OF A 
NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT.

NCNA, MARCH 25, CARRIED AN UNUSUALLY ALARMING REPORT FROM RODONG 
SINMUN ON THE ALLEGED ARMING OF US TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA WITH 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS. NCNA QUOTED THE NORTH KOREAN PAPER'S CHARGE 
THAT THIS WAS "A VERY SERIOUS CRIME" AND THAT "US IMPERIALISM" 

WAS CARRYING OUT "NEW WAR PROVOCATIONS" AND "PUSHING THE SITUATION 
TOWARDS THE BRINK OF WAR." THIS ARTICLE IS REMINISCENT OF AN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ABORTED NCNA REPORT IN JANUARY OF A NORTH KOREAN WARNING OF THE 
POSSIBILITY OF A RESUMPTION OF NORTH-SOUTH HOSTILITIES (WR 3). 

NCNA, MARCH 25, ALSO REPORTED THE LETTER FROM THE DPRK SUPREME 
PEOPLE'S ASSEMBLY TO THE US CONGRESS WHICH PROPOSED US-DPRK 
TALKS ON NEGOTIATING A PEACE AGREEMENT.

12. PHILIPPINES 

A PHILIPPINE MEN'S BASKETBALL TEAM ARRIVED IN PEKING MARCH 19 AND 
PLAYED A SERIES OF EXHIBITION MATCHES ATTENDED BY HIGH RANKING 
PRC LEADERS. ON MARCH 23, AFTER THE GROUP MET WITH PREMIER CHOU 
EN-LAI FOR A PHOTOGRAPHY SESSION, CHOU AND THE LEADER OF THE 
DELEGATION (PHILIPPINE AMBASSADOR TO THE US EDUARDO ROMUALDEZ) 
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HELD AN EXTENDED DISCUSSION ON POLITICAL AND OTHER ISSUES. AFP 
REPORTED THAT ROMUALDEZ SAID THE MEETING HAD "HELPED CONSIDERABLY 
IN CLEARING MATTERS" FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PERMANENT RELATIONS 
WITH THE PRC.
